In this case and in the Alvey case 
we think the Governot'a reaauas carry 
him to an extreme in the oppoaite di- 
rection from the position taken ia bis 
campaign.

One of the Consular reports recent- 
ly iaaued by the State Department 
contains a statement concerning the 
decline in the woolen Indnatry of Ger- 
many. Until iq-w, it is aaid, prot- 
perons condltiona prevailed in thia in- 
dustry, bnt early In the year there was 
a tailing off in the valne of wool and 
woMen yarns oi irom 50 to 60 per 
cent. Last year two-thtrda of the 
Icoma were idle, end there is at pres- 
ent no proepect of Improvement. Of 
the many mannttctnrcrs formerly en- 
gaged la the dreee goods trade with 
the United States, only seven or eight 
are Ictt, it is ssid, and tbeae ship leia 
each season. 

It is important to note the depres- 
tlon in thia German indnatry is at- 
tributed largely to the loet of the val . 
nable United States market, and sev- 
eral of the manniactnrers have eatab- 
llahed branch factories in this coun- 
try in the hope ol regaining some ol 
their trade. They are aaid to be meet- 
ing with ancceae, their goods, which, 
are now mnnafactnred in the United 
States, largely by American workmen 
finding t ready tale. 

Of conrae, the philanthropic Fiee- 
Trsdea who dealte that onr Tariff wail 
ahall be broken down will regret that 
the German w< o'.en indnatry ahonld 
have anffered becanae onr markets 
were preserved lor home products by 
the Tarifl. Under the theory it would 
be* right to take the Tariff from wool- 
ens, in order that the German work- 
men engaged In that industry might 
not be thrown Into Idleneea, and when 
the fight against Protection ia precip- 
itated in Congress next winter that 
will probably be the bnrden oi their 
cry. 

it is to be regretted that German In- 
dnatriea suffer became ol onr Tariff 
lawa, bnt who will say that Amcicana 
should be sorry to sec onr own indni- 
tries built np at the expense of thoae 
of foreign countries? Let the Gir- 
mana apply the Free-Trade remedy. 
(I it does not pay to spin woolen ysrna 
tnd mtonfecture wro'en cloth in that 
eunatry the induatrv ahonld be chan- 
''oned. — Cleveland Lender.
